CHOLERA AND PLAGUE. 

Tubkey. — According to recent advices the International Sanitary- 
Council at Constantinople has decided to establish a quarantine station 
on the Island of Iilanie near Bassorah. 

PLAGUE. 

Turkey. — By circular of the general inspector of public sanitation 
dated January 25, arrivals from the Persian Coast of the Persian Gulf 
and from Maskat are subject to a ten days' quarantine in Bassorah and 
Adjir, as well as at Camaran. Arrivals by land from Mohammera will 
be sent back from the Hedjaz. 

CUBA. 

Smallpox and yellow fever in Cuban seaports. 

February 22 : The United States consul at Cardenas reports that 
during the week ended February 19, there was in that city no death 
from yellow fever and no death from smallpox. 

February 21 : The United States consul at Cienfuegos reports that 
during the week ended February 20, there were in that city no deaths 
from yellow fever and 9 deaths from smallpox. 

February 25 : The United States sanitary inspector at Habana reports 
that during the week ended February 24 there were in that city no deaths 
from yellow fever and 22 deaths from smallpox. 

February 17 : The United States consul at Manzanillo reports that 
during the two weeks ended February 14 there were in that city no 
deaths from yellow fever and no deaths from smallpox. 

February 18 : The United States consul ac Matanzas reports that dur- 
ing the two weeks ended February 16 there were in that city 2 deaths 
from smallpox and no deaths from yellow fever.
